The Muy number ol the Richmond Modioa!
Jowrnai gives nodeeply interosting socount, (rom
the pen ui Dr. MeGuore, of the wound, amputa
tion of the arm, and Just momentsa of Geoeral
Stonewnll Juckson, The bsatgle of Chanoellors
ville wns fought on the'2d and 8d of May, 1887,
It was on the night of the 24 that the drendful
necident (General Juckeon having reoeived his
wound at the hands of hts own men) ocourrsd,
which wag the tuming point in tohe fortunes ol
the Confederney. We ppend the elosing seane:
About | o'clock Thursday marning, while |
wan wslecp upon o lounge in his roon,
dirested his servant Jim to apply & wot towol to
hig stomach, W0 retleve o sttack of Dnausen
The servant
ermistion to flret consolt me, but the
General knowing that I hud slept none for
nearly three nights, refused to allow the servaat
¥ 1o disturb me, and demanded the towel, About
daylight [ was aroused, nod lound Wim sulfering
with great pain,

An examination diselosed plenro-ppenmonin
of the right side. [ belleved, and the consulting
physicisn concurred in the opinion, thut it was
attributable to the fall {froin the litter the night
he was wounded. The General hunsell refersed
it W this aceldent. I think the disedse came on
too soon after the application of the wet cloths
to sdmit of the supposition, onee believed, that
1L wis indoeed by them. The naueea, for which
the cloths woere applied that night, miy husve
been the result of Inflamnmatton already begun,

Coptugion of the lung, with extravasation of
blood i hie obest, wa probably produced bylhe
fall reterred to, and the shock and loss of blood
prevented sny il effects until renction had been
well established, and then inidsmmation ensued,
Cups were appled, and!mereury, with antimony
and opinm, adminisiered. Towards the evening
he became better, and hopes were again entor-
tained of his recovery, Muis, Jeckson arrived
todiny and nursed hom faitiiully to the end.
Hhe wos o devoted wife and earneat Chelstina,
and endeared us all to Ler by her great kindoeas
and gentleness, '

The General's joy al the presence of his wife
and child was very grest, and tor him unusually
demonstrative.  Noticing the sadness of his
wile, he said to bertenderly, 1 know you would
gladly give your life for me, but | am perfoctly
resigned. Do wot be snd: | hope 1 may yet re-
cover, Pray for me, but always remember in
YOur prayers to use the potition, ‘Thy will be
done.’

Fridiay his wounds were agzain dressed, and
nlthough the quantity of the discha:ge from
them had dimpished, the process of Healing
wae sl going on.  The pain in his side had dis-
appeared, but he breathed with difficolty, and
compluined of o feeling ot great exhalstion,
When Dr. Breckinridee, who, with Dr. Bmith
hnat been sent for in consulwstion, sald be Imnml
that a blister which had been applied would
afford Wim reliet, he exprossed his own cont
dence in it, and hs finsl recoyery.

Dy, Tvoker, from Richin ond, arrived on Satur
day, and all that humsn skl conld deviee was
done to stey the hand ol dedih,  He suffered no
pain, and bis breathing was 1esa diffioalt, but be
was evidently hourly growing wenkoer,
